THE TARIFF. 


CONGRESS AT WORK IN BOTH HOUSES— 
' HIGHLY IMPORTANT WORK IN THE SENATE 
“LONG SPEECHES IN THE HOUSE. 
WaAsarneron, D. C., Jan. 26.—(Special.]— 
The Senate passed over more of its bill than 
it has on any previous day, and there seemed 
to be an earnest purpose to proceed with it 
as rapidly as possible. The changes today 
were all in the nature of reductions, and the 
reductions were very considerable. The 
most important reductions were in bar-iron, 
sheet-iron, and tin-plates. Mr. Sherman was 
successful as a leader in favor of reduction. 
butsignally failed in his effort to increase 
the duty on tin-plates. Mr. Sherman from 
the outset has declared his preference for 
the bill of the Tariff? Commission. 
His reason for this preference has not been 
so well understood as it was today. Mr. 
Sherman has made an alliance with Mr. 
Brown, of Georgia, in the interests of pig- 
iron, When the rate upon pig-iron was re- 
duced from $6.73 per ton to $6 the iron men 
expressed the greatestdisappointment. They 
said that the iron schedule had been drawn 
upon the basis of $6.72 per ton for pig-iron, 
and that all the rest of the schedule was in 
harmony with that rate. The Finance Com- 
mittee, however, thought it best to 
reduce the rate on pig-iron 
by 72 cents per ton to $6, and the Senate so 
voted; but the committee did not reduce the 
rates upon the other varieties of iron in the 
metal schedule. Today Messrs. Sherman 
and Brown joined hands to reduce the rest 
of the schedule so chat it shall be in har- 
mony,” as they call it, with the rates on pie- 
iron. By means of this alliance it was pos- 
sible to make the reductions, and bar- 
iron iu its. different forms was re- 
duced from $19.60 per ton to 818 
perton. This excited antagonism in many 
quarters. New England Senators have no- 
tified Mr. Sherman that his reductions will 
haye to stand. Mr. Morrill, Chairman of the 
Finance Committee, ip fact gave public 
notice to Mr. Sherman and those who voted 
with him that the reductions made in the 
Committee of the Whole would have te 
stand when they come into the Senate. It is 
undoubtedly to accomplish exactly the con- 
trary result that Mr. Sherman has taken the 
position that he has. He wishes to place 
the. duty on pig-iron back to where 
it was in the bill of the Tariff 
Com mission—$6.72 per ton— and — te 
accomplish this he has resorted to the tactics 
which were developed yesterday of reducing 
the rates upon the remaining articles in the 
metal schedule. The theory unquestionably 
is that so many reductions will de made that 
all the protectionists will rally to restore the 
former rates, whieh will again put pig-iron 
at $6.72 per ton. This system of parliament- 
ary tactics is very likely to return to plague 
the inventor. The coalition has succeed- 
ed today in making reductions which 
they do not favor, but it is proba- 
ble that the prediction of Mr. 
Morrill will be verified. The 
reductions will stand. One evident lesson 
from the day is, thatif there is to be any 
tariff bill it will be a bill which will make 
very considerable reductions—much greater 
reductions than the framers of the bill in- 
tended or desired. The “iron men” will 
become more excited from the work of to- 
day. The unit of the Oliver schedule is not 
only destroyed, but a very essential part of 
the structure itself is gone. It is by no 
means improbable that before many days the 
iron lobby, whose hand is discernible in 
every line of the metal schedule, will 
appear here organized to oppose the passage 
of any tariff bill. ‘Their interest in the revis- 
ion of the tariff is not so great that they 
will suffer to become a law if they can help 
it a measure which, in the opinion, for in- 
stance, of Park, the large steel manufacturer 
of Pittsburg, will ruin the steel industry. 
Defeated (as it is very possible they may 
be) in passing the bill which they have pre- 
pared, their next move may be to endeavor 
to defeat the passage of any tariff bill, certain 
that there will be very little prospect of any 
tariff legislation in the next Congress when 
the control of the two ee be . n the 
parties, with an Execu- 
n favor sweeping reduc- 
tions. If the iron and steel men feel that the 
Tariff bill will not be to their advantage, it 
may be within their power to defeat an 
tariff legislation until after the next Preai- 
dential election. The special zeal of Mr. 
Sherman in behalf of pig-iren is perhaps not 
generally understood.

On motion of Mr. Brown, the duty on bar- 
iron, round, not less than three-fourths of an 
inch iu diameter, and dn square iron, not 
less than three-fourths of an inch square, 
was reduced from one cent per pound to $20 
per ton, and the duty on flat less than an 
ineh wide or less than three-eighths thick, 
or round iron less than three-fourths inch 
and not less than seven-sixteenths inch 
diameter, and on — iron less than 
three-fourths of an inch square, from 1 2-10 
cents per pound to $22 per ton.

HOPES OF THE CATTLE-MEN THAT THEY 

WILL RECEIVE RELIEF FROM CONGRESS— 

THE CONVENTION. 

WaAshinoTon, D. C., Jan. 2%.—[Special.]— 
The Agricultura! Con vention today listened 
to essays on swine by F. D. Curtis, of New 
York, and by Dr. Ezra Stetson. of Illinois; 
on “A Butter Standard,” by T. D. Curtis, 
New York; on Breeding and Feeding of 
Beef,” by Col. J. A. Scott, of Iowa. Other 
papers on live-stock topics were read, and 
several were on the Secretary's desk at the 
close of the session. The intention had been 
to hold no meeting tomorrow, but the con- 
vention decided to meet again at 10 a. m. and 
listen to the papers and such discussions as 
may come up Among the papers to 
be read are “Cattle-Husbandry and the De- 
mand for Beef,” by J. B. Grinnell, of Iowa; 
“Sheep-Husbandry,” by Prof. Budd, of Del- 
aware; The Stock Interests of Tennessee.“ 
dy Col. B. F. Cockrill; a paper on The 
Gurnon System,” an essay on swine, by 
Mr. Gurler, of Illinois. 

Col. Scott, of Iowa, arrived late yesterday. 
Several of the attending delegates will go 
home tomorrow. 

Prot. James Law, Dr. Thayer, and J. II. 
Sanders, the United States Treasury Cattle 
Commission, meta number of cattle men in 
consultation this evening in the rooms 
of Gen. Williams, who has charge of 
the Hatch bill for the control of contagious 
diseases of animals.

Notafew of them have indorsed the 
Hatch bill explicitly, Nearly all the 
Senators are friendly

really little reason to fear opposition, be- 
cause there is really no reason for opposing 
it. Two or three days aso an animal suffer- 
ing with contagious pleuro-pneumonia was 
sent from Baltimore inte York County, 
Pennsylvania. Forturately te Cattle Com- 
mission discovered the fact and immediately 
put the herd under rigid quarantine. 


SILVER DOLLARS. 

THE SPECTACLE OF A NATION WITH MORE 
— ON HAND THAN IT CAN BUILD VAULTS 
Wasnineton, D. C., Jan. 2%6.—Secretary 

Folger has addressed a letter to Speaker 

Keifer relative to the amount of silver coin 

on hand arid the facilities for its safekeeping 

in the Sub-Treasury offices, showing the ur- 
gent necessity for providing additional vault- 
room at once tor storing silver, or for discon- 


tinumg the coinage of the standard silver 


dollars. Since the act passed Feb. 28, 1878, 
authorizing the coinage of the standard sil- 
ver dollar, new vaults have been built ex- 
pressly for storing at the following-named of- 
fices: Year 1878, New York Sub-Treas- 
ury, at a cost of i $38,687; San 
Francisco Sub-Treasury, at a cost 
of $17,057; Philadelphia Sub-Treasury, 
at a cost of $8,268. Year 1880, San Francisco 
mint at a cost of of $9,336; Baltimore Sub- 
Treasury at a cost of $8,268; Philadelphia 
mint at a cost of $6,985. Year 1882, San 
Francisco mint at a cost of $10,000; San 
Francisco Sub-Treasury at a cost of $6,985. 
These vaults ate how practically filled, some 
of them to their utmost capacity. Under 
the law there must be coined at the mints at 
least $2,000,000 worth of standard silver 
dollars monthly, and unless the law is re- 
pealed before Congress adjoutns this ses- 
sion provision must be made for the storage 
of this year’s coinage, say $27,000,000 less 
the amount putin circulation. The increase 
in the circulation of the s ard silver 
money between Nov. 11881, and Nov.1, 198 
was less than $1,500,000. ‘The ainount coined 
at the same time was $28,772,075. ‘The office of 
the Assistant Treasurer at Cineinnati is in a 
building owned by the Government, but it 
has been sold to be delivered as soon as the 
new building is completed. For this reason, 
and on account of the small amount of spaée 
available, uo additional vault was built, and 
bas been transferred from that office to 
other Sub-Treasury offices, from time to 
time, to relieve thé vaults since Feb. 28. 1878 
the sum of $3,827,780 in silver. ‘The office of 
the Assistant Treasurer at St. Louis is in a 
rented butlding, and, in addition to the vaults 
of the office available for usé, there has been 
rented from a safe-deposit company in that 
city a large vault exclusively for the storage 
of the standard silver doliats, at a cost of 
$1,750 per annum. But the most serious difii- 
eulty will be experienced in affording relief 
to San Francisco Sub- Treasury. The 
amount reported on hand Jan. 11, 1888, was 
in standard silver dollars, $14,414,000; frae- 
tional silver, $7,374,006; total silver, $21,788, - 
606, or about 623 tons. Both the new vaults 
built for the purpose are now about full, and 
the Assistant-Treasurer reports that there is 
no further space available in his office for 
building another vault. e only relief, 
therefore, that can be given is to transfer 
to some subtreasury in the Fast at 
a cost of $10,000 for the transportation of 
each million transferred. There is not a 
suflicent appropriation available for the pay- 
ment of transportation of the amount re- 
quired to be transferred in order to properly 
relieve that office, hor are the Sub- Treasufy 
offices iu the East in the condition to receive 
that amount as shown by the accompany ing 
reports of the several offices. The amount

THE TARIFF ON CHINA. 
CHICAGO DEALERS REGARD THE PROPOSED 
INCRBASE AS AN INJURY TO THE TRADE. 
A Tuer reporter yesterday looked 
around among the crockery trade to see 
what was theught of the proposed increase 
of the tariff of crockery and chinaware. The 
Committee on Ways and Means of Congress 
tecommend as follows: Decorated china and 
pariah ware, increase from 50 to G per cent; 
white china from.4 to 6 per cent; white 
granit earthenware from 40 to 55 per cent; 
and printed and painted edrthénware from 
40 ty 6 per cent. This increase is even more 
on the general average than the ‘Tariff Com- 
mission recommend. Incidéntally the re- 
porter learned that in this country the very 
finest table glassware is made, and it is 
the most costly, many of the 
lets, champagne, and even wine 
glasses, retailing at $75 per dozen, 
nearly all the grades of what ts termed the 
white cut erystal ware, which is 80 radiant 

and beautiful, being made in Connéeticat. 

Mr. E. J. Ovington Jr., of Messrs. Oving- 
ton Bros. & Ovington, said: The increase 
of the tariff on deeorated china and parian 
ware is equal to 30 per cent. This, you 
must understand, is on! an increase 
om the imiportation, price. It WIII 
make the goods sell at a rate very 
much higher, It will make this elass ot 
goods so high that many houses which now 
handle them will not beable to do so in the 
future if the increase is adopted. 

THE TARIFF SHOULD BE REDUCED 
rather than iticfeased. df por manufact- 
urers cannot make the goods on & tariff of 
50 per cent they had better stop altogethtr.

MAGGIE HENNECKE. 


Scoundrels Have Attempted to Hood- 
wink the Father of the Ab- 
ducted Girl. 


MitwavuKkege, Wis.,.Jan. 26.—[Special.]— 
White the excitement over the horrors inci- 
dent to the Newhall House fire have heid 
public attention several chapters in the mys- 
terious drama of the disappearance of Mag- 
gie Hennecke have been acted, the facts of 
which are made public by the father of the 
missing girl tonight. Although the fact was 
not known to the public at the time, it now 
appears that on Christmas-Eve George E. 
Brown, who, it will be remembered, has been 
working up the abduction theory, came to 
Milwaukee, remaining a day with Mr. Hen- 
necke. At this time Borden, one of 


the alleged abductors, or who claimed 
to know all about the so-called abduction, 
wasin custody at Hastings, Neb., in charge 
ot one Abbott, who had been deputized by 
Brown for that purpose. Mr. Brown visited 
Milwaukee to procure papers to insure Bor- 
den against prosecution in the event of the 
latter's producing the girl. Mr. Hennecke 
readily made out the papers. Brown re- 
turned to Hastings and found Borden had 
escaped. A reward was offered for his ap- 
prehension. About three or four days after- 
wards Borden boarded a freight train 
near Omaha for Kansas City. He ex- 
hibited a revolver, which so fright- 
ened the train hands that they left 
him in possession of the train, and he rode 
to Kansas City on the engine. Thinking 
Borden a train-robber, the conductor tele- 
graphed from a small station to Kansas City, 
and, on the arrival of the train at the latter 
place, Borden was arrested, and his identity 
discovered. Brown was thereupon pnotitied, 
went to Kansas City, and took the man in 
custody. Borden, expressing a wish to see 
Mr. Hennecke, and claiming to be in posses- 
sion of papers and valuable information 
which would convince the latter that 
he“ could produce the misssing girl. 
Brown immediateiy came to Milwau- 
kee with his 7 The men arrived 
in Milwaukee Thursday evening, Jan. 11, the 
day after the Newhall fire, remaining three 
days at Mr. Hennecke’s residence in close 
seclusion. Borden repeated the statements 
he had made previously—that McKune, 
Hamilton, and Beck were the abductors, and 
that he (Borden) had laid the plans and 
mapped out the route taken by them when 
the alleged abduction occurred. He said 
that they were all in his power. He was 
noticed to examine the rings worn by the 
Hennecke children, and to ask questions 
concerning that worn by the missing child, 
also concerning a peacli-stone basket worn 
by herasacharm. Brown and Borden went 
to Chicago, from which point Mr. Hennecke 
received letters to the effect that all the plans 
were working well. In one letter Borden 
wrote: “I have got the ring, etc.; also the 
—— where the girl 1 and rest assured 
faggie will be at her home within eight 
days from today.” 
A SCHEME TO BEAT AN INSURANCE COM- 
PANY. 

Meantime interest in Beck, one of the men 
charged with complicity in the abduction, 
was hightened by the fact finding its way to 
Mr. ennecke that Beck was engaged 
in an infamous scheme to defraud 
a life-insurance. company. This plot, 
although having no connection with the case 
in hand, has an interest of its own, and is 
thus told in a letter embodied in the curre- 
spondence: 

The Doctor (one of Beck's confederates) 
has a wife in Ohio insured in some life-in- 
surance company, which I cannot yet learn, 
but as soon as 1 do 1 shall inform them. 
Well, now ne is to rent a house near or in 
some town, his wife to - acquainted with 
the neighbors, and C. E. Beck is to dig a 
corpse out of a burial-ground. Then his 
wife is to seen walking on 
down the railroad track, purporting to be on 
the way to a neighbor’s near the track. Then 
the corpse is to be dressed in the same cloth- 
ing, with his wife’s name on them, and the 
corpse to be laid on the track.for the cars to 
run over. In the meantime his wife will be 
on the road to some foreign land. ‘The Doc- 
tor comes down. His wife is gone. ‘The 
Coroner finds the mangled body. The jury 
finds her name on the clothes. The Doctor 
comes in crying and moaning, and claims his 
dear wife has been killed. The corpse 
is buried and he gets the insurance, $22,000, 
and, unless detected, none but the parties in 
the game will be the wiser.”’ 

THE ATTEMPTED IMPOSITION. 

On the 20th inst. Mr. Hennecke received a 
dispatch from Brown, the latter claiming to 
have recovered the ring, flowered on the out- 
side and “M. H.” engraved on the inside. 
On the 22d he received another dispatch 
from Brown to the effect that he had sent 
the r and peach-pit basket by express. 
When the ring and basket were received by 
Mr. Hennecke the whole plot became appar- 
rent. The ring, although somewhat similar 
in appearance to the one worn by the lost 

irl, was not the true ring. ‘The letters M. 
1. were engraven on the inskle, whereas 
Maggie’s ring bore the letters on the outside. 
The little basket sent was made from a 
peach-stone, while the one worn on Maggie's 
chain was whittied from a small hickorynut. 
Mr. Hennecke immediately telegraphed to 
Brown that the ring and basket were frauds. 
It is evident that Brown has been innocent 
in the whole matter, and that he has been de- 
ceived by Borden, whose blau was to deceive 
the family with the ring and charm and then 
obtain a large sum of money on the promise 


of bringing Maggie home.

No nom- 
ination was made for the short term. 
It is learned that all the southern members 
of tife Legislature held a secret caucus today 
and pledged themselves to unite on Bowen 
in the caucus tonight. This same arrange- 
ment was entered into on Wednesday last, 
but the fact leaked out, and the 
scheme miscarried. The combination was 
made up of the supporters of all the 
other candidates except Hammill, who had 
no following in the South. But three ballots 
were had, the second of which was declared 
void because of some irregularity. Follow- 
ing is the result: First ballot—Pitkin 16, 
Tabor 15, Hammill 10, Bowen 10, Willard 
Teller 1, Routt 1. Third ballot—Pitkin 
5, Tabor 13, Hammill 8, Thomas 
M. Bowen of Rio Grande 27, who was de- 
clared the nominee of the caucus, He will 
be elected tomorrow. ‘The announcement 
was received with general satisfaction. 
Judge Bowen has honestly won many friends 
ot late, and the opinion is freely expressed 
that he will serve the State honestly and well 
in the councils of the Nation. 

BOWEN’S CAREER. 

DENVER, Colo., Jan. 26.—[Special.}—Judge 
Thomas Bowen, the nominee of the Kepub- 
liean caucus for United States Senator to- 
night, isa native of Iowa.

The object of this bili is no doubt to make 
quail more abundant; but a greater mistake 
could not de made. It is not the gun that 
destroys so many birds, but the cold waves 
that sweep down suddenly from the North 
that freeze them to death as they sit huddled 
together in the field. Whenever the temper- 
ature falls 18 or 2 below zero the 
5 1 are frozen to death in whole coveys. 
hey rarely seek a sheltered place to roost, 
but are usually found in the open held, 
oftentimes in the most exposed positions. 

During the seasons of 1854 and '55 the quail 
were more abundant than ever known before 
or since in this State. The three preced 
winters had been mild and the summers dry 
and favorable to their nesting; but the win- 
ter of 1856 almost destroyed the entire cro 
When spring came and summer the whistle 
of the male bird wag rarely heard. When the 
season arrived for shooting it was a rare 
thing to find a covey. = 

From 1856 a val increase took place 
until Jan. 1, 1864. On the morning of that 
—4 the mercury fell from 20 to 25 degrees 
below zero. Thousands and tens of thou- 
sands of birds were frozen to death before 
noon. 

From 1864 to 1881 the increase was slow. 
It more than once occurred where the winter 
was mild that the summer was wet and un- 
2 for nesting, and so no increase took 


5 

The winter of 1881 (like those of 1856 and 
1864) was also very destructive to the quail. 
In many portions of the State one-half or 
more of the crop perished from cold, and in 
other portions nine out of ten died from 
starvation, the ground being covered with 
snow for a long time. 

‘The excessive cold of winter and a wetsum- 
mer both retard the increase of quail. Last 
summer was a fair iliustration of the injuri- 
ous effect of a wet season. first nestings 
of quail and the prairie-hen were both 
drowned out by the excessive rains of May, 
June, and Sul Many of the quail hada 
second brood. The prairiehens never have 
but one. a ’ 

Here is a simple and true history of the in- 
crease and decrease of quail in our State and 
the causes therefor for the last twenty-nine 
years. It there is any portion of it where 
prohibition could effect any good I cannot 
see it, It has been tried in Ohio and signally 
failed. If it were enforced by law the trap 
and the hawk would take the piace of the 


gun.

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Tun Board of Trade of th is ejty is endeay- 
oring to prevent the bucket-shops from ob- 
taining certain information. The railroads 
are threatening to withhold from the beard 
certain other items of news which are sup- 
posed to form an important part of its stock 
in trade. Perhaps the bucket-shop men will 
see a providential connection between these 
two sets of conditions, If so, they will not 
be the only ones who regard their own al- 
fifetions as trials of faith and patience while 
looking upon the troubles of their friends as 


punishments for wrong-doing. 


THE occurrence of a corner in corn within 
a few weeks of the time that the corner rule 
was abolished has worked a decided change 
in the Board of Trade sentiment. The de- 
sire to see some limitation set to the power 
ofafew men to squeeze the commercial 
sponge is so general that the Committee on 
Revision of Rules has made a partial report, 
which covers this point, while leaving the 
rules in general to be dealt with at more 
leisure. The recommendation of the com- 
mittee is not yet published; but it is under- 
stood to provide stringent measures for re- 
lief in eases of oppressive manipulation.

Tux Wall street hatred of the silver dollar 
and the bitter enmity of the goldites toward 
the peaple’s money does not diminish with 
time.

THE TARIFF FOR AN EXTRA SESSION. 

It has become very evident that the pres- 
ent Congress is not golng to agree upon a re- 
vision ot the tariff. The subject is too com- 
plicated for unraveling during the five weeks 
which remain of the session. It is all in a 
muddie. There are three schemes—the 
packed Tariff Commissioners’ schedule, the 
Morrill bill reported in the Senate as an 
amendment to an internal-revenue Dill 
passed by the House at the last session, and 
finally the Sam Randall-Fiat Kelley bill re- 
ported by the Ways and Means Committee. 
There is not much likelihood, from present 
appearances, that any one of them will he- 
come a law either in its present shape or in 
any modified form. The Senate proceeds 
slowly with its high-tartff bill, and even if 
consideration thereof were completed in the 
Senate the House would not take it up, be- 
cause the latter would maintain that the 
Senate had exeeeded its jurisdiction 
and practically originated a revenue 
measure, which is forbidden by the Constitu- 
tion, It has taken Randall and Kelley of 
the Ways and Means Committee about eight 
weeks to frame a bill after the work has os 
tensibly been done for them by ne packed 
Tariff Commission. It is not reasonable to 
suppose that both the House and the Senate 
can go over this biil of 2,000 clauses item by 
item and harmonize all the conflicting high- 
tax cormorants within the five weeks prior 
to final adjournment of the present Con- 
gress. There are many important and useful 
things the present Congress may do; what 
excuse is there, then, for wasting all the time 
which remains upon something which is not 
to be done? 

There is just one course which is practi- 
cable for the present Congress if there is any 
genuine disposition to reform the tariff and 
give relief to the people. If there is a major- 
ity in both Houses favorable to a reduction 
of taxes, let a bill be passed making a hori- 
zontal reduction of all customs duties to the 
amount of, say, 25 per cent, or instructing 
the Secretary of the Treasury to collect 
only 75 per cent of the existing high schedule 
of duties. This would be equivalent to say- 
ing: The beneficiaries of the bounty sys- 
tem cannot agree among themselves as to 
the amount and distribution of the spoils or 
the remission of blaekmail, but the people 
demand and are entitled to some measure of 
relief; hence we propose to do the fair thing 
by the people, and let the protected classes 
settle their differences among themselves 
whenever they get ready.” Such a reduc- 
tion of the tariff taxes may be provided for 
in a bill of not more than four lines in 
length. But it is not at all probable that 
this practical and expeditious plan will be 
adopted, for the reason that the majority. of 
the present Congress is probably averse to 
the reduction demanded by the people. The 
representatives of the protected classes have 
the tariff question in just the shape they 
want it—hopelesly obfuscated and placed 
beyond the solution of the present Congress 
upon the present basis. 

In view of the prevailing conditions the 
only honest course for Congress to pursue 
now is to drop the apparently hopeless dis- 
cussion of the tariff, take up the measures of 
public concern which there is still some hope 
of passing, and leave the President free to 
call an extra session of the new Congress, 
beginning the 5th of March, for the specia! 
consideration of the tax reductions demanded 
by the people. This will be aitegether the 
fairest way. The present Congress cannot 
justify the waste of time and neglect of other 
duties involved in prolonging a discussion 
whieh holds out no promise of agreement. 
In the next place, itis justas well that the 
responsibility be placed upon thé Democratic 
Congress chosen by the people last fail. It 
will afford an opportunity to test the sin- 
cerity of the Democratic pretense of a 
desire to reform the tariff and also the 
capability of Democratic leaders to deal 
with this question. It is important that 
the country should know at the earliest 
possible moment what the Democrats are 
prepared to do in the matter of taxation. 
Heretofore they have been discussing this 
question from the stump and in the newspa- 
pers; their majority of about seventy in the 
next Congress will give them a chance to 
exercise authority. If they are in earnest 
about revenue reform the sooner they shall 
have the opportunity to carry out their pro- 
gram the better it will be for the country; if 
they are notin earnest then it is desirable 
that the country should know it at the ear- 
liest possible moment. We have no doubt 
the President will agree to cali an extra ses- 
sion of Congress if the tariff discussion be 
suspended now, because the general agita- 
tion of the question will fully warrant him 
in doing so. In the meantime the present 
Congress may then take up certain subjects, 
such as the count of the Presidential vote, 
the change of the Presidential and Congres- 
sional terms, the Presidential succession, 
Ste., which may be disposed of at the pres- 
ent session, and which are of political im- 
portance, Let the present Congress do what 
itcan during the few remaining weeks of its 
life, and abandon the werk which it has 
neither the time nor the inclination to com- 


WHEN CONGRESS SHOULD MEET. 

Congressman Blanchard, ef North Caro- 
lina, has introduced into the House of Rep- 
resentatives a bill changing the time when 
Congress shail meet, Under the present 
rule the Congress which is elected in the tall 
of one year does not convene till the winter 
of the following yeas, In other words, more 
than thirteen months, or more than one-half 
of the entire Congressional term of two 
years, elapses before Congressmen begin the 
service for which they have been chosen. 
This rule is responsible for much injustice 
to the public interests. Mr. Blanchard’s pill 
is designed to correct the practice. It pro- 
vides that the term of the Forty-ninth Con- 
Kress (the Congress to be elected in the fall 
of 1884) shall begin the Sth of March, 1888, 
and that the second session of that Con- 
gress shall begin an the first Mon- 
day in Janvary, 1886, and end on the 
first day of December. 4880. While this pro- 
vision would ostensibly shorten the term of

sequent Congresses shall correspond te this 
arrangement, The effect would be that a 
Congress chosen in November would begin 
work in December of the same year, or as 
soon after election as practicable. 

The change praposed by Mr. Blanchard 
would have many advantages, and, unless a 
constitutional amendment be submitted 
lengthening the Presidential term to six 
years and the Congressional term to three 
years, Mr. Blanchard's bil! should be adopted. 
It Congress were convened te mouth follow- 
ing ies election, it would go at its work fully 
impressed with the instructions of the peo- 
ple, and it would be more of a representative 
body than itis now when more than a year 
is permitted to intervene, during which time 
Congressmen are apt to forget the sentl- 
ments of their constituents. Another ad- 
vantage would be found in the opportunity 
new Congressmen would have at an early 
session in the first year of their term to learn 
the routine business, and thus make thein- 
selves of some service in the second year. AS 
it is now, a Congressman’s first term barely 
suffices to make him familiar with the pro- 
ceedings. The most important result of the 
proposed change, however, would be to en- 
able the Congress chosen at the same time 
with the new President to count the Elect- 
oral vote and pass upon the title to the 
Presidential office. The people could 
then rely upon a determination of the 
Presidential! struggle in accordance with 
their own preferences and convictions. 
Under the present law the title to the Presi- 
dential oflice ia passed upon by a Congress 
elected two years before, during which time 
there may have been a revolution in the po- 
litical opinions of the people. A partisan 
Congress against whom the people may have 
revolted in the election of a l’resident is thus 
tempted to cheat the newly-elected President 
out of his office it there be the slightest pre- 
text for doing so. Itis manifestly safer that 
the Electoral vote shall be counted by a Con- 
gress chosen simultaneously with the popu- 
lar vote for President. Mr. Blanchard’s bill 
provides for this, and should receive the sup- 
port of Congress on thet account as well as 
for many other reasons. 

— —— wo and 
JARRBTI’S IDLE THREATS. 

The advocates of W. H. Oliver’s robber 
metal schedules, which largely increase the 
existing beastly duties on various sorts of 
steel, have imported into Washington Jar- 
rett and a paid lobby of steel workers to 
bullduze timid Congressmen. A Washing- 
ton dispatch of the th inst. reads as fol- 
lows:

Substantially, Mr. Jarrett and 
bis friends say: We represent TU,000 to 80,000

Jarrett and comrades have their board, 
liquor, and cigar bills paid by the steal ring, 
aud probably receive $5 per day as wages, as 
compensation for bringing pressure to bear 
on the doubtful members. The “ doubtful” 
members are those who seriously doubt 
whether it is right or politic for them to vote 
additional taxes on their eonstituents at this 
time for the purpose of enriching still more 
certain capitalists around Pittsburg. It may 
be all very nice to pile up unconstitutional 
taxes on their constituents to add more mill- 
jons to the wealth of steel and iron monepo- 
lists, but will their constituents who are to 
be bled like it? Win they indorse it? Wil 
they reward the treacherous menber by a re- 
eleetion who helps te impose these increased 
taxes upon them? That is the question 
which makes the member’s vote “doubtful ” 
and renders it necessary for the monopolists 
to sand Jarrett and his hired comrades to 
bulldoze him by threats of opposition to 
his reélection. This is the way the fraudu- 
lent game of Oliver & Co. is being played. 
Jarrett says that he and his friends number 
70,000 to 80,000 votes whose interests are 
bound up in the success of this scheme to 
make steel dearer to the consumers by means 
of a higher tariff, and they will rebuke the 
party which may become responsible for its 
defeat.“ 

There are other people than Jarrett and his 
hired gang of strikers who may have some- 
thing to say on the question. The metal 
schedule for which he is blowing and bull- 
dozing nearly doubles the tax on cotton hoap- 
iron ties, and to that extent cuts down the 
price to be realized trom the sale of cotton. 
Perhaps the cotton cultivators, both white 
and biack, who cast about two millions of 
votes, may have decided objections te ** l’res- 
ident“ Jarrett's demand and that of his com- 
rades. 

The metal schedule increases the duties 
also on the steel of which the farmera’ wagon- 
tires are made, and the steel used in thrash- 
ing and reaping machines, the steel used in 
making plows and all other agricultural im- 
plements, and the steel used in making 
barbed-wire fences. Now, there are a couple 
of millions of Western farmers, all of whom 
have votes, whe are unalterably opposed to 
an increase of the tariff taxes on these things. 
On the contrary, they demand that the pres- 


_ent exorbitant duties be materially reduced 


on these schedules. This is not the time for 
increasing but for reducing taxes on plows, 
eultiyators, wagons, reapers, hoes, scythes, 
and barbed-wire fencing materials; and the 
Western member who vote under the dicta- 
tion ot Oliver or his hired tool Jarrett for 
imposing more taxes on the steel used by the 
farmer should make his political will before 
doing it. 

But Jarrett, who fraudulently pretends to 
control 80, 000 votes, is going ta hold that par by 
responsible who defeats the proposed out- 
rage on the Western farmers! Literally. that 
must mean he and his fellaws intend yoting 
against the Democrats, because that party 


will undoubtedly furnish a majority of the 


votes in beth Houses of Congress agaiust 
the steal in the duties on steel. The South- 
ern and Western Democratic members, with 
the exception of Dan Voorhees, will be solid 
against Oliver and Jarrett’s proposed bare- 
faced swindle on the farmers and p! anters, 
and they defy him and his gang of strikers to 
do their worst.

ARBITRATION VERSUS LAW. 

The Board of Trade of this eity and the 
representatives of certaly railroads are at 
daggers drawn, The agents of the lines have 
been withdrawn from "Change: and the 
board is threatened with the withholding of 
certain accommodations which have hitherto 
been furnished daily, Sundays and other holi- 
days excepted, for many years past, The sepa- 
ration is sudden, sharp, and complete-—it has 
yet to be seen how long it will last. 

The difficulty arose oat ot the shipment of 
a lot of boxed meats to Burope. The con- 
tract was made between a member of the 


Chicago Board of Trade as shipper and a 


transportation company, an agent of which 
had the entree on "Change. The meats were 
badly spoiled in transit. The shipper 
claimed damages, and wanted to have the 
matter decided by the Arbitration Committee 
of the board.. The company deelined to ar- 


bitrate, claiming that it was a matter to be 


passed on by the courts, Upon this the Di- 


reetors suspended the “privilege” of the 


agent to go on "Change, and the Eastern and 
Southeastern lines made common cause with 
their brother (or rival) line. 


that the Western lines will join in the move-

The mere withdrawal of these agents from 
the tioor would do little harm, though pro- 
ductive of much inconvenience to both sides. 
The railroads will continue to carry such 
produce as is offered—on thelr own terms-- 
for Indiyiduals, whether the shippers be 
members of the Board of Trade or not; and 
when the railroads want business their 
agents will seek it. At the worst a 
lite delay would oecur in transmitting 
intelligence and arders between the men who 
want the service and those whe want te per- 
form it, But there is another phase ef the 
matter which threatens graver conseg ucnces. 
The lines in question are understood te de- 
cline to furnish their usual daily reports of 
the movement of produce, which have 
hitherto formed the basis of the Board of 
Trade reports, and formed no small part of 
the reasons, or excuses, for the daily ups and 
downs of prices. If these were ent off the 
Custom-House returus of the movement by 
lake would still be avallable, and it might be 
found practicable to watch the movement by 
rail of other produce, as is now the case with 
grain and live-stock; but the method would 
probably be less complete and more tardy 
than that hitherto employed, while checks 
on its aeeuracy would be wanting. 

There is no doubt that both the Board of 
Trade and the railroads will continue to ex- 
ist and do business whether the present diſh- 
culty settie down inte a permanent estrange- 
ment or not. And herein Nes the greatest 
reason to fear that both sides will hold out, 
each one determined that the other shall 
yield if there is to bea “compromise.” It 
is a matter of principle er pride rather than 
of cash. The question at issue is whether or 
not the railroads shall reeognize the arbitra- 
tion rule of the board as applying to twansae- 
tions between agents of the one and members 
of the other. The Board of Trade is said to 
be nearly a unit on the point, the ostensible 
reason being that it is a matter of vital im- 
portance te be able to settle commercial 
differences speedily, which cannot be done 
by appeal to the courts. On the other hand, 
the railroad officials claim that the board bas 
no authority over them, and some intimate 
the fear that exact justice might not always 
result in case of difliculty between members 
and non-members, 

A very large part of the commercial world 
will wateh the struggle. and await its issue, 
with great interest. It is not often that the 
opportunity is presented of witnessing an 
open struggle between two such forees as 
are engaged in the pending fray.

OPERATIONS OF A CLEVEK SWINDLER. 
New York, Jan. 2%.—(Special.|—For. a 
long time the police have been endeavoring- 
to run down a gang of swindlers who 


have been operating on an  exten- 
sive scale by means of forged or 
ders of prominent firms. Although the 
rogues have been very active of late, thus far 
their schemes have been baffled in almost 
every instance.

He gave his name as Thomas S. Porter, 
and sald he was a farmer from Alliance, O. 
He had brought ninety head of cattle to 
Philadetphia and sold them and then came 
to this city and was staying at the Merchants’ 
Hotel. He had a large number of dressed 
hogs which he wished to ship to Otis 
& Ege when he returned to Ohio. He said 
that his brother in Alliance had had dealings 
with the firm two years ago, and mentioned 
several circumstances which proved that he 
was familiar with the transactions. Mr. Otis 
assured him that they would take his dressed 
hogs, and Mr. Porter departed. 

HOW HE DID IT. 

On Saturday the firm were informed that a

orter had been to the store of L. S. Davis, 
at No. 100 Barclay street, and represented 
himself to be the nephew of Mr. Otis. He pur- 
chased twenty-five packages of butter on a 
furged order from Otis & Ege, and gave or- 
ders that it should be sent to their store at 
No. 78 Dey street.

PRISON DISCIPLINE. 
HOW IT is ADMINISTERED. 

New York, Jan. 26.—(Special.)—An in- 
vestigation is now being made here by an 
Assembly committee into charges of brutal- 
ity to convicts in prisons and penitentiaries 
in this State, and at the same time testimony 
is being taken in regard to the contract labor 
system pursued in the prisons in its effects 
upon convicts and honest tradesmen. ‘The 
committee assembled this forenoon at the 
Brunswick Hotel. Several witnesses—ex- 
convicts—testified to brutal treatment re- 
ceived at Sing Sing, Albany, and Clinton 
prisons. “Paddling” is one of the most 
common pubishments inflicted upon con- 
victs. The “paddie” is made of thick 
sole-leather, and is from eighteen 
to twenty inches long besides the handle. 
The blade is about six inches wide. The 

addling ” is done by the principal keeper, 
with others who stand ready to relieve him 
when he gets tired of administering the 
biows, When a convict enters the “ pad- 
diing” room he is ordered to remove his 
clothes, and is then triced up against the 
wall, his hands being fastened tu a hook and 
his feet to a staple in the flour. In this posi- 
tion he ean neither resist nor 
struggle. From _ fifteen to twenty 
blows are usually given on tho 
bare back, and then a. recess 
is taken to give the flesh time to swell, when 
the “paddling” is resumed. After the pun- 
ishment is over the flesh looks like a piece 
of raw liver. 

HYDROPATHIC CURES. 

When prisoners refuse to leave their cells 
to bB paddled, the flre-hose is turned on 
them, and the water is played upon them in 
a strong stream until they are forced to leave 
the cell to escape the drenching. Then they 
are put in the “cooler,” a dark cell in the 
sub-cellar, and ferced to stay there until 
their wet clothes have thoroughly 
Gried upon them. After this they are 
subjected to the “paddiing,”? One witness, 
who was confined in the Albany Peniten- 
tiary, testified that he had been given fifteen

In whatever way it may be viewed, 
t is an attack upon the power of 
the Chicago Board of ‘Trade to discipline 
its members, and therefore an attack upon 
its existence as a commercial body. 
But aside from this the practice of appeal- 
ing to the courts as a means of escape from 
contracts which the parties have entered 
into with their eyes fully open to all the con- 
tingencies of the case is destroying conti- 
denee in commercia! circles, and bringing the 
law inte contempt as a mere tool of specula- 
tion. Men are resorting to these methods 
now who would have been ashamed to do so 


a few years ago.“ 


THE NICKKL-PLATE. 
STATEMENT OF MR. W. I. SCOTT. 

New York, Jan. 26.—[Special.}—Mr. Will- 
iam IL. Scott, of Erie, Pa., has been a Di- 
rector of the Lake Shore & Michigan South- 
ern Railway Company for twenty years past, 
antedating in that connection even 
Mr. William II. Vanderbilt. Mr. 
Scott at the Fifth Avenue Ho- 
tel this evening was asked for 
an official authoritative statement of the rela- 
tions between the New York, Chicago & St. 
Louis Railroad Company, generally known 
us the Nickel Plate, and the Lake Shore. 
Ever since Mr. Vanderbilt purchased the 
control of the Nickel Plate it has 
been declared, upon what seemed to 
be good authority, that the great cap- 
italist had not been able to 
carry out his scheme for harmonizing the in- 
terest of the two competing lines; that legal 
obstacles had arisen; that there was trouble 
in the Lake Shore Board, and that several 
Directors had resigned. Mr. Scott denies 
that any hitch had arisen in the negotia- 
tions, claims that the legality of the consoll- 
dation is assured, explains the circumstances 
under which two of the Directors in his 
company have tendered their resignations, 
and gives other particulars of interest. 

When he was asked if he had any objec- 
tion to telling the true story of the relations 
between the two companies Mr. Scott unhes- 
itatingly said: “I have no _ objection 
to telling the public everything 1 
know in regard to the matter. 1 don't 
thi:.k that so far as the official 
action of the Lake Shore board is concerned, 
any Director would object to the public 
knowing all the details of the transaction. 
The Lake Shore hgs secured the controlling 
interest ip the capMal stock of the Nickel- 
Plate. 1 don’t say that this inter- 
est is absolutelely vested in the Lake 
share today, but the new road is under its 
control and direction. ‘To secure this inter- 
est the Lake Shore has issued in payment 
$6,500,000 of its second mortgage bonds, 
thereby adding to the fixed charges of the 
Lake Shore $435,000 per annum.“ 

How was this control secured?“ 

VANDERBILT'S PLANS. 

“Mr. Vanderbilt, President of the Lake 
Shore Company, owns fully one-half of the 
stock anda very large amount of the out- 
standing bonds of the company. He believes 
that it was to the interest of his road to have 
at least a controlling influence in the 
new line, which practically parallels the 
bake Shore from Cleveland to Buffajo, a dis- 
tance of about 180 miles. He saw 
that ‘it would be to the advantage 
of both roads to work harmoniously 
together, and to the injury of both to gio 
otherwise. Mr. Vanderbilt then bought In- 
dividually and through a syndicate a con- 
trolling amount of the stock of the oppusi- 
tion road. ‘The sole object was to protect the 


the two lines.“ 

“You say Mr. Vanderbilt did this. I pre- 
sume he represented, by authority, the Lake 
Shore Company?“ 

MAKING THE TRANSFER. 

„Wait a moment. Now 1 want to report 
that as Mr. Vanderbilt, on the day that he 
entered into this arrangement, owned 
fully one-halt of the Lake Shore 
stock, to say nothing of his large 
bonded interest, he could evidently have had 
but one object in view, and that was the 
protection of the Lake Shore. A meeting of 
the Lake Shore Directors was called during 
the latter part of December, at@vhich prac- 
tically all wwe Directors were present. 
The gentlemen representing the syndicate 
which had purchased the Nickel-Plate Road 
appeared at the meeting and offered the 
stock which they had secured to the Lake 
Shore Company. Mr. Vanderbilt frankly 
stated to the meeting that be was a party 
in interest in the syndicate. and that 
they were ready to turn over to 
Lake Shore at absolute cost the stock they 
had purchased in the new line. He did not 
wish any of the board, however, to be in- 
fluenced by the fact that he was a party in 
the syndicate, and he desired them not to 
hesitate to say so if they thought the 
purchase an injudicious one. He gave his 
reasons at length for believing that the best 
thing the Lake Shore could do was to as- 
sume the stock which he and his friends had 
purchased, or at least to control it 
directly, but left his fellow-directors 
at perfect nie | to do as they thought best 
in the matter. If the board thonght he had 
erred in what he had done he was per- 
fectly willing to retain the stock 
and assume the whole responsibility himself. 
There was only one question raised, and 
that was as to the legality of the absorption 
of the New York, Chicago & St. Louis stock 
by the Lake Shore Company. There was 
not a dissenting opinion expressed at that 
board meeting by any member. Everybody 
agreed, but it was finally decided to 
take every precaution and to refer the ques- 
tion to the most eminent counsel. The prop- 
osition was therefore withdrawn until we 
could be fortified with the best legal ad- 
vise.’ 

Is it true that some of the members of 
your board resigned as the result of dissen- 
sions growing out of this transaction?’ 

THE RESIGNATION AFFIRMED. 

“Tcannot say positively as to this fact, 
but I believe that Mr. Amasa Stone, of the 
Cleveland, and Mr. Payne did tender their 
resignations. Whether they have been ac- 
cepted or not 1 do not know. I think I can 
readily comprehend why they offered to re- 
sign if they have done so.’’ 

„ What will be the result of the consolida- 
tion of the interests of the two companies ?” 

Of cotrse, the Lake Shore would never 
have sanctioned the construction of à parallel 
road, but, the road having been built, it fol- 
lows that the best policy for both compet 
itors was to unite. The new road out 
of Chicago was no more a competitor to the 
Lake Shore than to the other trunk lines, 
nor could it injure our road more than it 
would the others, but between Cleveland 
and Buffalo our tracks and theirs 
run practically within the same 
fences. The competition between the roads 
for this distance must necessarily have re- 
sultedina much larger loss to the Lake 
Shore Company than the interest upon 
$6,500,000 of our second - inortgage 
bonds. To secure the maintaining of 
rates is far more than 
this to our company. Then, again, the 
New York, Chicago & St. Louis had not per- 
fected its terminal facilities in Buffalo, ana 
the Lake Shore will receive for allowing the 
new road to use its terminal advantages 
there an amount very nearly equal to one- 
half the interest on the bonds issued for 
the purchase. Furthermore the Nickel-Plate 
secures an advantage in obtaining facilities 
at Chicago of a sort which it could not oth- 
erwise have obtained. It will have the use 
of the Chicago & Northwestern tracks to get 
into the city, just as the Lake Shore and 
Rock Island now use the same depot there.”

306. Deposits held in other States are not 
allowed this year as assets in this State.

DEATH ON THE RAIL. 


Collision Between Passenger and 
Freight Trains Near Canton, 0.—One 
Person Fatally and Many Others Se- 
riously Injared, 

CLEVELAND, O., Jan. 26.—[Special.!|—A 
special Connotton train, which left here at 
seven minutes arter 4 this evening, on ac- 
count of the iateness of the regular train to 
convey Canton and Kent people to Cleveland

north of Canton. The engines came 
together in a curved cut, and were crushed 
to pieces. There was but one coach on the 
passenger-train when it left Canton. There 
were about fifteen passengers in it, all of 
whom were bruised, but none were 
fatally injured. It did not leave 
the track. Only one car of 
the freight-train was wrecked. The en- 
gineer and fireman of the freight jumped to 
save their lives. ‘Those on the passeuger-en- 
gine were buried beneath the débris, and 
their cries were heartrending. They were 
so far under that the work of get- 
out was diflicult. ‘he 
passenger-engineer, John Stoneman, for- 
merly of the New York, Pennsylvania & 
Ohio, was taken out in about half an hour 
with his right leg cut off below the knee, 
and cared for, but it took two hours to extri- 
cate John Gussel, the fireman. His cries 
were heartrending. With scalding steam 
in his face, held under the boiler of the pas- 
senger engine, he implored those employed 
in his rescue to put an end to his sufferings 
by killing him. When taken out he was 
conveyed to a farm-house, but died in less 
than an hour. His face and hands were 
scalded and his legs crushed to a jelly.

“| find agreat many members of Congress 
from the South who in conversation indi- 
cated there had been quite a change in their 
sentiments and thatof their constituents as 
regards protection. The manufacturing de- 
velopment or ir own section, .bey admit- 
ted, bad its influence in producing this 
change. This was the case with the mem- 
bers 1 talked from Virginia, Georgia, Ala- 
bama, and Tennessee. Senator Brown, of 
Georgia, in his speech Tuesday last, took the

NO FREE-TRADERS. 

Did you meet any absolute free-traders 
among Congressmen ?” 

On the contrary, men 
of distinguished reputation who have been 
setdown as free-traders stated to me posi- 
tively that they could not imagine such a 
state of affairs as would ever bring about 
free trade. And they were also opposed to 
any distinctive or radical changes in the 
present system that would disastrously affect 
manufacturing, either as regards capital or 
labor. There seeems to be a disposition on 
their rt to work more for revision and 
Supe cation than for marked reductions in 

uties.’ 

How about the final action of Congress

It is the general judgment that the only

IMPORTANT MEETING OF LUMBERMEN. 

DAVENPORT, Ia., Jan. 26,—[Special.]|—An 
important meeting of the Lumbermen's Ex- 
change was held here this afternoon. The 
exchange has a membership of twelve firms 
or corporations engaged iu the manufacture 
of lumber in Davenport and Muscatine 
on the lowa side of the river, and 
Rock Island and Moline on the Lilinois side. 
These mills empl sy about 3.000 hands. The 
product of sawed lymber for 1882 was very 
near 300,000,000 feet. One of the chief ob- 
jects of the 1 Was to formulate the 
sentiment of the Exchange on the tariff 
question, as it has deen brought 
before their attention by the action 
of the Senate during the last few days. For 
this purpose the’ roll was called, a repre- 
sentative of each mill answering aflirmative- 
ly or negatively the question as to whether 
he opposed or favored the repeal of 
the tariff on pine lumber. The resalt 
was a unanimous vote of opposition to 
the proposed repeal. A committee composed 
of Judge Gould of Moline, K. A. Freeman of 
Davenport, and P. Musser of Muscatine, 
was appointed to draft a resolution express- 
ing the sentiment of the exchange as it had 
been manifested against the repeal of the 
tariff, and forward the same to the Illinois 
and lowa Senators, and to the members of 
— F ee representing the districts inter- 
este 

In reply to questions asked by Tun Tan- 
UNE representative, one of the lumbermen, 
who expressed the views of several, said: 
“We don’t want to see this tariff come 
off. It. would directly favor the Cana- 
dian, with his cheap labor and cheap 
stumpage. The stumpage of the Canadian 
manufacturer costs him on the average not 
more than $1 per thousand feet of logs. In 
Wisconsin, Michigan, and Minnesota the av- 
erage cost is from $3 o $5. Labor in the 
Dominion is from 2% to 33 per cent cheaper 
than it is in Mississippi River points». 
The result of the abolition of the 
tariff would tu break the 
market and drive out the lumber-manufact- 
uring industry. This accomplished, the 
price would be cheaper temporarily only, for 
the-trade would be controjied by a few mo- 
nopolists, and the price-list would surely go 
up higher than it has ever been.” 

After taking some action favoring a uni- 
form price-list, so far as the grades of lum- 
ber go, the exchange adjourned,

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The Effects of the Late Cold Snap on 
Liveesteck Very Discouraging to 
Ranunchmen in the West, 

Arcuison, Kas., Jan. 26.—[{Special.]—The 
effects of the late severe snow-storm and ex- 
traordinary cold weather are just beginning 
to be felt and made known. Reports arflve 
from Southern and Western Nebraska and 
North western Kansas that the ranchmen are 
meeting with much loss to their herds. The 
outlook for them is extremely discouraging. 
Cattle in general had passed through 
the winter in a more than average 
condition, and every hope was expressed. of 
an unusual drive for the spring. The cattle 
are seen to banch together and huddle be- 
hind any object which shields them from the 
cold or forms a protection or shelter, while 
hundreds drop down exhausted, never to 
rise. They are compelled to force themselves 
through the snow to obtain food; buta few 
days of this makes their noses sore and 
freezes them, and to touch them is sufficient 
to keep them from further search, and, dis- 
— ged, they die of hunger, weakness, and 
cold. 

Des Mores, Ia., Jan. 26.—[Special.]—Pas- 
sengers coming from the Northern show 
blockade, report great loss to live stock 
by the reeent cold snap. One gentleman 
who was stormbound six days at Algona 
and two days getting here reports that at 
Eagle Grove six car-loads of hogs froze to 
death en route to market. He saw large 
numbers of cattle dead in the fields along 
the route, and farmers report great damage 
to stock by freezing.

ILLEGAL ARREST. 


Trial of Officer Treharn for the Dlegal 
Arrest of Mrs. Tatg¢e. 

Officer Treharn had a hearing before Chief 
Doyle last night upon charges preferred by 
Mrs. Bertha Tatge, who claimed to have 
been insulted and abused by the officer on 
the night of Dec. 30. On the evenmg in 
question a raid upon street-walkers was be- 
ing made by the Harrison street police, and 
Treharn was „ among those sent 
out in citizen’s clothes to look 
tor the depraved women. Near the corner 
of Washington and La Salle streets he met 
Mrs. Tatge, and under the impression that 
she was one of the women they werd looking 
for he took hold of her and told her that she 
must go with him. After some little time 
the officer was prevailed upon to take her 
back te the office of the Western Union 
Telegraph Company, where her husband is a 
receiving clerk. Here she was identified and 
released. Last night when the case was called 
before Cnief Doyle Mrs. Tatge was sworn and 


testified that she had @gu@ stepped from a 


Blue Island avenue car, and was waiking 
north on La Salle street, when she was sud- 
denly seized by the ＋ by a big man, who 
had another man and two women with him. 
She sereamed and cried for assistance, when 
the man told her that if she made a noise he 
would call the patrol-wagon. it was then 
that she first comprehended that he was a 

„liceman, and she implored’ him to allow 

er to go, or to accompany her to the tele- 
graph office, where he could find her husband 
and she could be identified: This, she said. 
he refused to dogand they went on, as far as 
Madison ‘strget, where a gentieman inter- 
fered, and {Mailly preballed upon the officer 
to go back to the office, where, in the absence 
of her husband, she was identified by an- 
other clerk and permitted to go free. The 
ofticer, she said, then abruptly left without 
explain his conduct or apologizing for his 
action. It was diso stated that the 8 
caused by her experience had made Mrs. 
Tatge just about sick, and it was several 
days before she was able to get out. a 

Mr. S. F. Norton, a telegraph operator 
named Cummings, several other wit- 
nesses of the action of Officer Treharn testi- 
fied as to his general behavior du the 
time that he had the lady in charge. They 
stated that he showed his star, and made a 
sort of an apology, ahd that when the lady 
was identified he was not unwilling to go 
back and verify their statements. 

Officer Treharn testified thathe saw Mrs. 
Tatge walking slowly along La Salle street, 
and that in general “makeup” she bore 
very strong resemblance to a Skreet-walker.

D. Colvin and two other persons for a license 
to forma corporation to be known as the 
Western Union Telegraph Company. At 
the first glance this would seem a meaning- 
less absurdity, but it bas a meantig—one 
too, whieh has stirred up the able lawyers 
who represent the Interests of the Western 
Union Telegraph Company in this State. It 
appears that the great corporation Known as 
the Western Union was never chartered by 
the State of Llinois, and never took 
out a license of incorporation under 
the Incorporation act passed in 1872. 
It has, therefore, accordi to tne claim 
made on one side, no official or recognized 
standing in this State. ‘There is, therefore, 
perhaps nothing to prevent any set of per- 
sons from incorporating the Western Union 
Telegraph Company. Ik there were an [iti- 
nots corporation of that name this would be 
impossibie. I, for instance, there were an 
Lilinois corporation known as the Peoria & 
Pana Telegraph Company, the Secretary of 
State wonld refuse to grant a license to an- 
other corporation of the same name. Now, 
after Mr. Colvin and his associates have se- 
cured their license and become, as they will 
claim, the only Western Union Telegraph 
Company known to the laws of IIlinois, 
THE FOLLOWING PROVISION OF THE STAT- 
UTES 
will be of Interest: The criminal code pro- 
vides that If any company puts forth any 
Sign or advertjsement, and therein assumes, 
for the purpoS® of soliciting Dusittiess, a cor- 
porate name, not being incorporated, such 
company, association, or person shall be fined 
not less than $10 nor more than $200, and the 
like sum for each day he or it shall continue 
to offend after having been once fined.”’

„Hamilton,“ by Prof. John Veitch, is a 
recent addition to the Black wood Philosophic- 
al Classics, It Is introduced by a memoir 
of the eminent Scottish’ philosopher, Sir 
William Hamilton, who was born in Glasgow 
March 8, 1788, and was elected to the Chair of 
Logic aud Metaphysics in the University of 
Edinburg in the year 1836—a position upon 
which, seversing the usual procedure, he 
conferred bigh.honors for the twenty. years 
preceding his death in May, 1856. Prof. 
Veitch corroburates the testimony of other 
biographers as to the influence and assist- 
ance by which Lady Hamilton, who was 
also Sir William’s cousin and unwearying 
amanuensis, urged on the somewhat dilatory 
genius of her husband. This lady, to whose 
intelligence and zeal the world owes much, 
survived Sir William by more than twenty 
years, and died on the 24th of December, 
1877. — 

In 1829 Hamilton concentered the attention 
of scientific Europe by his famous contribu- 
tions to the Edinburg Review, then edited by 
his friend, Mr. Mac Vey Napier, who was ap- 
pointed successor to Lord Jeffrey, This 
articles The Philosophy of the Uncon- 
ditioned,”’ discovered such fairness, research, 
and logic, that the great ontologist, M.

Treatment of Hydrophobia. 

Ata recent meeting of the Paris Academy 
of Medicine a menwrandum was read by JI. 
Decroix, reporting nine cases of cure of 
hydrophobia. The Committee on Rabies 
made during the year 1874 a series of ex- 
periments with medicines said to be useful 
for curing rabies, in which they made use of 
pllocarpin three times, and in every case the 
remiedies hastened death by the \ioletrt fits 
they brought on. In the course of his expe 
rience M. Decroix met with two cases ot 
rabies which did not end fatally. The con- 
clusions arrived at by the committee are as 

ows: 

rst—It. has been experimentally demou- 
strated that rabies may recover sponta- 
neously.

Resurrection of a Prehistoric Race. 

About ten miles from Cincinnati, along 
the Little Miami River, is a locality which 
has long been known to the country people 
as the * Pottery-tield.”. The ground was 
strewn with fragments of pottery, bones, 
arrow-points, and other remains of like char- 
acter, and the place was generally consid- 
ered to be the site of an ancient workshop. 
The primitive forest still ocewpies the 
locality,, and is made up of oak, beech, 
„elm, maple, walnut, etc, All around 
are found numerous mounds or tamult. 
most of them small. A few of these were 
opened by Mr. Florian Gianque in 1876, and 
‘some interesting things found. But in 1878 
Dr. Charles Metz and other gentlemen inter- 
ested in archwology commenced a systematic 
exploration of the country thereabout, and so 
much has been found that we are enabled to 
form some idea ot the habits and get a gilimpse 
into the life of the people who once lived in 
the immediate vicinity of the City of Cincin- 
nati. During the four years that the excava- 
tious have been carried on, between 650 and 
700 skeletons have been brought to light. 
Many ot them are in an advanced state of 
decay, and crumble to pieces on the slightest 
touch, while others, again, are in a very 
good state of preservation. It can, there- 
fore, hardly be inferred that, because some 
of the skeletons are much, decayed, they 
are necessarily very old; for, though we have 
well-preserved remains of bones from Baby- 
lon, Ninevelt, and Egypt, which are certainly 
2,500 or 3.000 years. old, still the eases are ex- 
ceptional in which they are ſouud in good 
condition after the laps¢ of many years. Dil- 
‘ferent kinds of soil and differences in climate 
have much to do with the matter; for in a 
dry and equable climate bones may resist for 
a loug time the influences which would cause 
their decay, While in a moist climate, and 
with sudden and extreme changes of tem- 
perature, such as we have here, any bone, 
unless buried in peat, or sabject constantly 
to heavy pressure, so as to become partially 
fossilized, is liable to soon decay. 


Woed as a Fuel. 

In comparing wood with coal as a fuel, it 
is safe to assume that two and a quarter 
pounds of dry wood are equal to one pound 
average quality of soft coal, and that the fuel 
value of the same weight of different woods 
is very pearly the same. That is to say, a 
pound of hiekory is worth no more as a fuel 
than a pound of pine, assuming both to be 
dry. It the value be measured by weight, it 
is important that the wood be thoroughly 
dry, as each 10 per cent of water ot moisture 
will detract about 12 per cent from its value 
asafuel. It may be interesting in this con- 
nection to give the weight ot owe cord of 
different woods whieh are thoroughly dry. 
These weights are about as follows:

Experiment Stations, . 

A bill ef more than usual importance was 
not long ago introduced in Congress by the 
Hon. C. C. Carpenter, of Iowa, for the estab- 
lishing of experiment stations in connec- 
tion with such agricultural colleges of the 
several States as have improved farms. 
These are to be known as National Experi- 


ment Stations, 

The object of these stations is To con- 
duct original researches or verify experi- 
ments on the physiology of plants and ani- 
mals, the diseases to which they are gener- 
ally subject, with the remedies for the same; 
the chemical.composition of useful plants at 
their different stages of growth; the com- 
pavative advantages of rotative cropping, as 
pursued under a varying series of crops; 
the capacity of new plants or trees for accli- 
mation within the isethermal limits repre- 
sented by the several stations and their vicin- 
ity: the analysis of solls and waters; the 
chemical composition of manures, natural 
or artificial, with experiments desigiied to 
test their comparative Values for reising 
erops of different kinds; the adaptation ana 
values of the different grasses ana forage 

nts; the composition and digestibility 
of the different kinds of food for cattle; the 
scientifie economic questions in the pro- 
duction of butter and cheese; and all other 
researches or experiments bearing directly 
on the agricultural industry of the United 


States. 

‘These stations are to be placed under the 
control of the Regentsor Lrustees of the sev- 
eral colleges where located. To defray the 
expense o — — | such experiments the 
sum of $15,000 annually from the Treasury of 
the United States fo each State conducting 
said station is asked for. 

There are many reasons why such a bill 
should receive the early attention of Con- 
Kress, It has been shown in Gérinany, Eu- 
gland, and other countries that rapid prog- 
ress in-agriculture was possible only ander 
the stimulus of the practical demonstra- 
tions made at such stations. If they are to 
be established at all it should be done in con- 
necion with the agricultural colleges. as a 
matter of economy, and as best subserving 
the interests of the people. 

It isa disgrace to this great agricultural 
country, an insult to its intelligence, and a 
blot upon its fair name ‘that the industry of 
paramount importance should recelve 80 
Rille encouragement at the hands of 
the people's representatives. Such ex- 
perimental work is expensive; it must 
ve. conducted for a series of years, 
and henee cannot come within the proper 
‘units of individual enterprise. So many 
things are crowding for intelligent investiga- 
tion that one is at a loss to know which is the 
more important.” Indeed, the difficult ques- 
tion is to ascertain in agriculture the things 


t | that are settled. 


Our whole system of universal feeding 
should be reviewed; the entire subject of 
wheat production demands immediate atten- 
tion; that great staple, Indian corn, should 
receive consideration to increase the annual 
product per acre and to test its economic 
value for food; the grasses are worthy of 
much labor and will repay all the investiga- 
don that can be bestowed upon them. ‘Thus 
in Whatever direction the agriculturist ma 
turn the field for investigation is unbounded, 


The United States Agricultural Soctety. 

In 185lanumber of gentlemen deeply in- 
terested in agriculture met in Wasnington 
and decided to secure from the United States 
Government a charter and form a National 
agricultural association or society. In the 
convention were 153 delegates, representing 
twenty-three States and Territories. The 
first annual meeting of the chartered society 
was held in Washington’ in February, 1353, 
just thirty years ago. Since that time the 
annual meetings of the society have been 
neld regularly. although the late War be- 


| tween the States compelled the Society to 


suspend operations. 

The first exhibition held by the society was 
in Springfield, Mass., in October, 1455, and its 
later ones in Springfield, O.; Boston, Mass., 
Philadelphia, Pa.: Louisville, Ky.: Rich- 
mond, Va.; Chicago, III.: Cincinnati, O.; and

ers in Syracuse, N. X. Two hundred 
and fifty thousand dollars have been spent by 
the society for premiums and expenses. 
‘These exhibitions increased the efficiency of 
e local and State associations by calling to- 
gether more people than hat ever before 
been convened on like occasion. 

At the National Agricultural’ Convention 
held in Washington this week the President 
of the United States Agricultural Society; 
the Hon. John A. King, of New York, gave 
@ brief account of the history and purposes 
of the society, and an effort was made to in- 
crease the membership. This was fairly suc- 
cessful, as the gentlemen present generally 
recognized the faci that the society may be a 
valuable aid and complement of the existing 
State and local agricultural associations. It 
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The MeCracken Biackberry. 

A reader of Tue Tripune writes to say 
that in the summer of 1869 William McCrack- 
en found, growing wild in the woods of Ful- 
ton County. IIlinois, the blackberry which 
bears his name. He says of his discov- 
ery: “It first attracted my attention by its 
early ripening and the abundance and fine 
quality of its fruit. I was convinced that it 
was a valuable berry, and after closely ob- 
serving it for three years, during which it 
annually produced an abundance of fruit, I 
became convinced that it was well worthy of 
cultivation.” In 1872 he took same of the 
plants to Kansas, where they bore a heavy 
crop in 1874 and every year sincé, although 
there have been in the intervening years par- 
tial and even entire failures of the Lawton, 

itattinny, and Snyder blackberry erops. He 
has no hesitation about deciaring that the 
new berry is — — 4 to any of the sorts 
mentioned in hardipess and in productive- 
ness, all others havi been winter-killed to 
some degree, while the McCracken canes 
have been uninjured. The berry is deseribed 
as Of medium size and of fine flavor, and as 
having no core like that of the Kitattinny, It 
ripens a k earlier than the last-named 
berry, and the fruit may be picked before 
fully ripe. 

It is reported that the McCracken berry has 
been tried in Lilinvis and other States to such 
an extent as to establish its reputation in va- 
rious localities as being superior in hardiness 
to all others tried. 


Orange-Culture—Magnitude and Profit- 
ableness of the Business in Louisi- 


ana. 

New Orieans, La., Jan. 24. [To the Ed- 
itor.|—Your correspondent, in his letter 
from Crystal Springs, Miss., dated Dec. 27, 
S. mentioned orange-culture in Louisiana; 
but, owing to the fact that at the time he was 
here the orange-erop had been nearly all 
gathered and sent to market, I think he was 
not able to form a very cerrect idea of the 
magnitude of the crop grown in this State. 
And, thinking that a few facts relating to the 
New Orleans fruite-trade, and the culture of 
oranges in this State in particular, may be of 
interest to some of the many readers of your 
paper, 1 will endeaver to tell them something 
about whatis done bere in this draneh of 


business, 

The season of 1882 has been a very fair one 
80 far as the orange-crop. is concerned, al- 
though the crop has not been 80 large a one 
as that of 1881. The fruit has been better 
this year than it was last year, and has 
netted. the growers more money, I think. 
The average price paid has been about $2.50 
per Hundred; and there have been about W,- 
000 bafreis shipped from this city. About 
two-thirds of this quantity has been shipped 
by the Chicago, St. Louls & New Orleans 
Railroad: and Chicago has received the larg- 
est portion of these shipments. One grower 
sold his crop on the trees for $7,000; and I 
presume that there are other growers who 
have done fully as well as this one. 

There is scarcely a garden in the lower 
part of the State which does not contain 
more or less bearing trees; but I think, from 
what Lhave seen and what the frult-inen 
tell me, that nearly all who grow oranges 
grow other crops. 

Since reading what your correspondent 
wrote, 1 have talked with several of the 
largest fruif-concerns here: and they tell me 
that itis very doubtful if any other State in 
the Union raises more oranges than Loulst- 
ana when all conditions are favorable. A 
full crop in this State is fully 100,000 barrels; 
and no finer fruit is grown anywhere. 

The most of the fruit is Central American 
grafted upon the native sour stock. The 
season opens about the middle of September, 
and closes about the 4th of December. 

The oranges are brought to market in lug- 
gers. These boats go up and down the 
bayous and along the coast, and pick the 
oranges up at the different plantations, and 
bring wem to the landimg near the French 
market, where they are unloaded and packed 
into barrels for shipment. And to a 
Northener it is a very interesting sight to see 
the pn of rich yellow fruit as it ties in the 
hokis of the boats, or heaped up in the stalis 
of the market. The bus — 1 carried on 
chiefly wy Italians. There are four or five 
large houses that contro! nearly all of this 
trade. One can scarcely believe he is in 
America while he is in the crowd at the land- 
img: it seems more like some one of the 
[talian. towns along the shores of the Medi- 
térranean Sea, 

There is no limit to the quantity of oranges 
that can be grown in this State with proper 
attention to their eulture: but the viauters 
hereabouts can think of nothing but sugar- 
cane, and consider orange-growing toosmall 
work to waste time upon. 

There are thousands of acres of land within 
twenty miles of New Orleans which can be 
bought for less than $10 an acre, which, ii 
set with orange and mandarin trees, would 
insure the owner a competency inside of ten 
years. All kinds of garden-truck ean be 
grown upon the land. while the trees are 
growing: and this would more than pay the 
cost of all the outlay for the orchara. But 
florida has “got the bulge’’ on this State, and 
everyoody who is attacked with the orange- 
fever goes there to raise them, aad one hears

Weetern Trafic in Eastern Calves, 

In the record or the movement of cattle 
and of calves at the C Union Stock- 
Yards during the twelve months next follow- 
ing Nov. 1, 1881, when Gov. Cullom’s progla- 
mation gave effect to.the act of the Assembly 
of the State of IUinois for protecting West- 
ern cattle from pluero-prieumonia, it -is 
shown that the total number of cattle brought 
to Chicago from States east of Innols was 
29,620, Of these 11,881 were calves, and 17, 780 
were matured cattle. Sinee no separate ac- 
count of the number of calves received in 
1880 was kept, there are now no means by 
which a comparison can be correctly made 
between receipts of calves during the twelve 
months ended with October last and those of 
the twelve months next preceding that 
period, ) 

In that part of the year 1893 preceding 
Nov. 1 receipts of cattle at the Chicago Stock- 
Yards from sources mentioned were 12,728, 
and of calves 6,559, while for the correspond- 
ing ten months of 1881 receipts of cattle 
were 16,730°and of calves 31,191. This ahows 
a decrease of 22,682 in receipts of calves, 
while the falling off in receipts of more ma- 
tured cattle was only 4,003. This very 
marked falling off in this traffic, which 
threatened with great injury if not with to- 
tal destruction the herds of those parts of 
the country into which the calves from the 
East find their way, may be aseribed to any 
one of several causes, one of which is the 
strong influence which has been brought to 
bear by the publication: through the news- 
papers of facts regarding this traffic and its 
attendant dangers. Such publications awak- 
ened the people to a sense of the risks in- 
curred, and undoubtedly greatly reduced the 
demand for such stock. 

Another potent influence has been in the 
fact that the young animals brought from the 
Kast have, in many if not in most cases, been 
a very unprofitable investment. In some in- 
stances losses resulting indirectly from the 
hardships of the journey have exceeded 50 
per cent of the number bought by the farm- 
er; it is believed that the aver- 
age loss has not been less than # per 
cent of the entire number thus put upon 
Western farms, Strongylus micrurus, or 
lung worms, have caused the death ot a 
large percentage of the delicate young 


* 


‘animals thus brought to the West. This 


parasite was comparatively unknown in the 
West until introduced by this young stock. 

The spread of knowleage regarding the 
facts noted above having greatly curt alled 
the demand, speculators found very little 
profit in bringing calvesfrom the East to the 
West. It is probable that the average price 
paid for these young animals in the Oni- 
cago market last year was about $13 per 
head. er less than that paid in 1881 for similar 
stock. At the same time an advance in 
price was demanded by farmers in the East- 
ern States, and it is therefore not unlikely 
that the speculators wese. warranted in their 
assertions that they found no profit in their 
ventures. 

Estimating the average selling price of 
these Eastern store calves at $15 each, it ap- 
pears that the West paid to the farmers of 
the East some $500,000 less in the first 
ten months of 188 than it paid in the cor- 
responding ten mouths of 1881 for delicate 
calves, suffering from the bardships incident 
to the long trip from New York or from 
Pennsylvania—the change from succulent 
grasses and abundant pure water, supple- 
mented in many it not in most cases by a 
liberal supply of milk, te the crowded stock- 
ear, in whieh there was long confinement 
and. cruel trampime: dry hay im stock- 
yards on the way; changes of water, 
which causes matured cattle to scour and to 
shrink in weight: and, finally, to the un- 
reeustomed grasses and treatment of their 
new homes in the West. 

istimating the average cost of these calves 
at $13 each, the cost of taking them from 
Chicago to thelr new homes on Western 
farms at $1, and the losses from death at 40 
per cent of the whole, it will appear that 
each of these cal¥es which will be earried 
threugh the winter successfully Will have 
cost $19.50, in addition to whatever value 
may be properly assigned to the food 
care necessary to take them successfully 
through the. Winter and early spring until 
the pastures shall be ready to receive them. 
The last item of cost varies so greatly with 
differences in locality and circumstances 
that no estimate of value can be easily made. 

Shipments of cattle over the roads leading 
to the country south, west, and northwest 
from Chicago caunot be accepted as showing 
accurately the distribution of these Eastern 
ealtie. Most of tae cattle shipped from Chi- 
cago over the Western railroads are intended 
for grazing and for final fattening for this 
market: but many of them are brought in by 
those Western railroads, ody numbers 
coming from WIsconsia, innesota, and 
Northern Iowa. Still — e idea 
may be gained of the distribution from 
figures Sven in the snbjoined table, which 
shows that shipments were as follows dur- 
ing the ten months ended with Oct. 31. 1883:

The Hog of the West. 

Before the National Convention in Wash- 
ington this week, Dr. Ezra Stetson, of Ne- 
pouset, III., long one of the most successful 
of the breeders of swine in the West, read a 
paper upon The Hog of the West,” of which 
the following is a part: 

All intelligent breeders know how easy it 
is at this day to mold the size, shape, color, 
and fattening qualities of swine. From the 
sus Indicus we get the Streak of fat, and 
from the sus Apis the streak of lean. The 
blending of the blood of these two species 
has revolutionized the swine of our day, as 
well as the market for their products. 

The hog of the West must be black, or very 
nearly so, to present anything like a cleanly 
appearance, as well as to guard against 
mange or other diseases of the skin which 
are inseparable from our climate. He must 
also be well coated with hair to withstand 
the rigors of our latitude. He should have 
hardiness of constitution, with an aptitude 
to take on flesh and fat at any age. Further- 
more he should possess a peaceful and quiet 
disposition. Even a hog has a disposition, 
and, breed out as many devils as we may a 
hog he is and a hog he will always remain. 

In the West all of the breeds of improved 
white hogs of England have had their ad vo- 
cates, have been thoroughly tried, and di- 
carded. Thesame may be said of the white 
breeds said to have originated in America, as 
the Chester-Whites of Pennsylvania and the 
Victorias of Indiana. The Jefferson County 
hog of New York is simply the improved 
Chesnire of England. Al! of these have had 
their day, but cut no figure now at our great 
packing establishments. 

Of the English black breeds the improved 
Essex and the Berkshire have been wide ly 
disseminated and have found hearty ad- 
mirers. All mankind are lovers of the sym- 
metrical, and, when well bred and well fed, 
the Berkshire is the beau ideal of the estnet- 
ie (no allusion to Oscar Wilde) swine fan- 
cler. Stripped of two of their most objec- 
tionable features this breed of swine would 
stand at the head of hogdom. ‘Their restiess 
disposition and proneness to reversion is ac- 
knowledged by all who have proved them, 
except it be parties who laud em for sinister 
purposes. We all refiember Peter Pindar’s 
razors, which were made only to seli and 
then not on the open market. The Berk- 
shire breed has been improved by crossing 
with the Essex, and the Essex improved by 
crossing With the Neapolitan, and the Nea- 
politan in turn by the Turkish, Uniess 
most carefully bred, as well as fed, the Berk- 
shire will in a few generations revert to the 
Neapolitan, with no hair and no wool. The 
disposition of the Grand Turk never has 
been and never can be eradicated. 

America has on her Atlantic border a little 
State, fossiliferous Mf not fossil, whieh Is 
now trying to come to the fore with its red 
hogs. They are genuine descendants of the 
old Tamworths or berkshires of a time long 
gone. No claim has ever been orever can 
be made that this breed has been improved— 
this can be brought about only by their ex- 
termination.

Her Brother Corrects Some Erroneous 
Statements Made by a French Paper. 
KansAs -Crry, Mo., Jan. %-—|To the Ed- 

itor.|—An article has been going the rounds 

of the press in this country, translated from 


of Pére Hyaeinthe s wife from her ehildhood 
up to the time of marrying the Pére, and as it 
does her great injustice, telling many. abso- 
lute falsehoods, and as she is a sister of 
mine, I desire to correct the Figaro through 
Tue Tunern. The Figaro gives her maiden 
name as Emilie Jane Bitterfieid, whereas it 
should de Butterfield, and she was not 
“born ih Ohio,” as stated, but was taken 
there when quite young by her parents. 

Our father was killed by the falling of tim- 
bers while assisting to raise a Methodist 
meeting-house in the Village of Melmore, O. 
He was a carriagemaker, and not “a car- 
penter,” as stated. There were eight ghil- 
dren in the family, and not just five.“ 

The Figaro’s statement that “the family 
was supported by the town authorities for 
a while“ is false. 

My sister did, as the Figaro stated, com- 
mence teaching a district school when less 
than 15 years old.” She was married when 
quite young to a Mr, E. R. Meriman, of Bu- 
cyrus, O., the oldest son of Willis W. Meri- 
man, the first President of the Pittsburg, 
Fort Wayne & Chicago Railway Company. 
Hier husband owned ‘and run a dry-goods 
store in Bucyrus, O., and not simply “a clerk 
in a dry-goods store,“ as the Figuro states. 

lier husband had a strong appetite fur in- 
toxicatt drink, and soon after his mar- 
riage became so dissipated that he failed in 
business. When sober he was a fine busi- 
ness man, and he had no difficulty in getting 
a position as salesman in a large dry-goods 
house (E. IT. Tefft & Co.) of New York at a 
large salary: and it was this that induced 
him to move to New York City,” and not 
“through the influence of his young wite,“ 
as stated by the Figuro. After moving to 
New York her husband gradually became 
more and more dissipated. 1 was then in 
the Army of the Potomac, and learning, 
through a gentieman direct from New York, 
of my sisters trouble and of ber 
husband’s fearful dissipation, I was de- 
termined she shouid spend no more 
of her life with a drunken husband, 
and the next day, getting a leave of absence 
l started for New York fully determined 
that she should go back to her friends in 
Ohio, and live with Meriman no longer, but 
after reaching there and having a consuita- 
tion with her and his people we unanimous- 
ly that it would be better for both of 
them that she shouid pface the ocean be- 
tween them, believing that her husband’s ex- 
treme affection for her and her absence trom 
him would or might be the means of reforin- 
ing him. She had now spent fourteen years 
of her life with him, and fourteen years of a 
continued effort to reclaim him, with the ef-

n vain. 

Ske soon sailed for Europe, having made 
arrangements with the J ndependent and

They had hardly 
taken a second glance at the instrument of 
death when the doors again opened and 
Sheriff Haines walked in, followed 
by § Traughber, supported by the 
Rey. ssts. McBride and Van 
Dyke. ‘These mounted the steps to 
the platform from which Traughber was to 
hang.. The doomed man then stepped for- 
ward, and in a very slightly tremulous voice 
bade. good+by to those present, saying also 
that he had no feelings towards any one, 
One of the guards then pinioned his arms 
and legs. Sheriff Haines adjusted the black 
cap and noose, stepped to one side,and sprung 
the trap, and Traughber swung into eternity. 
It was just three minutes from the time they 
entered the inclosure until the work had 
been accomplished, ‘Traughber’s death 
was perfectly easy. He fell. straight 
down, swung half way round, and 
remained in that position until moved by the 
physicians. There was not the slightest 
quiver of a muscle perceptible. He has said 
all along that he would meet death like a 
man, but there were many who predicted 
that he would break down; but this predic- 
tion didn’t prove true. 

t HIS LAST HOURS. 

Thursday afternoon he was informed that 
the Supreme Court would not interfere, and 
he then began to show some signs of weak- 
ness. He kept in his cell all day, and only an- 
sweredafew of the many questions that were 
put to him. After 4 o’clock in the afternoon 
none but newspaper-men were allowed to 
visit Mm. When darkness settled down he 
asked to be let out in the hall to walk. His 
request was granted, and he paced the floor 
the entire night. At 6 o’clock this morning 
he went to bed and slept three hours. He 
then arose and dressed himseif, putting on a 
neat black suit of clothes and a pair of biack 
velvet slippers. He did not eat any break- 
fast, but began to walk the floor again, which 
he kept up almost incessantly until the 
hour of his death arrived. Uls spiritual ad- 
visors came to the jall about 10 o’clock, and 
remained there until after the body had been 
taken down. When the wilitia marched 
into the jail-yard Traugtber stepped to a 
window, and, with a smile on his face, 
watched them clear the yard. There were 
several hundred people in town, and the 
walks around the jail were literally lined 
with anxious people. When the remains 
were placed in the sleigh which was to con- 
vey them to a burying-ground in Prairieton 
Township the morbid crowd gathered around 
it and followed it almost to the, eastern 
limits of the city. 

TRAUGHBER’S CRIME. 

The crime for which George W. Traughber 
was today executed was committed on the 
evening of the Sth of Uctober, 1581, and was 
one of the most brutal and unprovoked mur- 
ders that haxe ever found their way into~the 

ublic prints. Traughber and his ——— 


Frank and Jesse dames, and longed to enjoy 
a reputation as widespread and terrible as the 
bandit brothers. They did not care to steal, 
but wished to imbrue their hands in human 
gore. On the day mentioned above they left 
their homesin Prairieton Township and went 
to Moweagqua, Shelby County, and there spent 
several hours in drinking and carousing. 
During the day they were lamenting the fact 
that wey could not join the James 
boys, but left Moweaqua saying that 
they could have some fun ou 
their way home. After starting 
on their homeward journey, they concluded 
that, as they could not join the bandit broth- 
ers, they would build up areputation of their 
own. Accordingly they agreed to curse and 
abuse every one they met, in the hope of get- 
ting a quarrel out of some one that would 
furnish a pretext for committing murder. In 
this, however, they failed, and, in order to 
8 their thirst tor blood, were compelled 
to deliberately shoot from his horse Joseph 
McKinney, one of the most quiet. inoffensive 
farmers in thecounty. Mr. McKinney had 
left his home in the afternoon to go in 
search of heip to carry on his farm work, 
telling his wife ne might possibly go to his 
father’s and remain over night, and that she 
need not feel uneasy if he should not return. 
He secured the necessary heip, however, 
and started back home, when he was 
overtaken by Traughber and Myers. As 
they rode up to McKinney, Myers asked him 
if he wanted to trade horses, to which Me- 
Kinney said no, whereupon Myers cursed 
and abused McKinney in a terrible manner. 
The would-be murderers then rode on aliead 
for about half a mile, when they stopped and 
waited for McKinney to overtake them. This 
time Traughber accosted McKinney in the 
same manner that Myers had, but to which 
McKinney paid no attention, and was called 
several hard names by Traughber, who im- 
mediately pulled his revolver and fired four 
shots, two of which took effeet in McKin- 
ney’s body, one entering his neck, the other 
just below the left shoulder, passing 
through the left lung and downward 
through the liver, it is supposed killing 
Hi instantly. As soon as they had commit- 
ted their hellish work théy turned about and 
went home, not going near their victim to 
see who it was or whether they had killed 
him or not. Next morning Mrs. McKinney 
found the horse her husband had ridden 
away in the barn lot, saddled and bridled. 
which filled her with alarm. She imme- 
diately mounted it and started over the road 
on which her husband should have returned, 
and, after going about a mile, came upon the 
body lying in the road. She aroused the 
neighbornood at once, and every man in that 
section, except the murderers, went to the 
scene of the crime. 
A CLEW TO THE MURDERERS. 
A short distance from the body and at the 
side of the traveled track of the road some 
uliarly-marked horse-tracks were noticed, 
These were measured and followed back the 
lane about a quarter of a mile, where they 
entered a gate, and were tracked to the re- 
spective stabies of Traughber and Mvers.

Shortly after I got married Charley wanted 
me to go with him and roba Mr. Shafer. one of 
my neighbors, who was supposed to have about 
$1,000 at his bouse We were to disguise our- 
seives and try to scare dim into giv ng us the 
money. but if that was unsuccessful we were to 
kill him and take it. I wus sober, and refused. 

From this time up to the kilimg of McKinney 
there is nothiug to relate would be of in- 
terest to the public.

1881, Myers came tomy house asked me to go 
with him to Moawequa, but asit was raining I 
at first refused. He insisted; howefer, and 1 
finally consented.

He was well dressed, and would 
have passed anywhere for a solid business- 
man of any large commercial city. His 
companion was much younger, but his face 
showed signs ot days and nights spent in 
reckless dissipation. He had the look of a 
high-born gentleman and of one incapable of

After presenting his card and making 
known the object of his importunity, the re- 
porter asked: * Would you object to giving 
me some incidents connected with this fa- 
mous gambling-house ?” .

CAVING IN. 


Continued Alarm at Wilkesbarre, Pa., 
Over the Recent Disaster—Suffering 
and Fear of More. 
WILKESBRARRE, Pa., Jan. 26.—[Special.}— 

A thorough inspection today of that portion 
of this city which threatens to fall apart at any 
moment shows that the worst apprehensions 
as to the future exist. Careful mining engi- 
neers have driven over the grounds since 
morning, and while they cannot tell just how 
dangerous matters are at present, they shake 
their heads ominously when questioned, and 
hesitate to give an opinion, The threatened 
district lies mostly ou a sloping hillside 
which runs gradually down towards the 
Susquehanna River. It is dotted with all 
manner of residences, many of which were 
vacated by their occupants today. Until a 
thorough underground inspection is made no 
one can tell whether tue surface will be sun- 
dered again or not. When the earth cracked 
on Wednesday morning the watér pipes were 
torn apart, and the needful supply was at 
once shut off, and as there is no means of ob- 
taining water save by going to the river, a 
mile and a half away, the situation of those 
who still remain in their houses is made 
more distressing. One of the greatest trou- 
bles is the inability of inhabitants who have 
deserted their dwellings to obtain shelter, as 
houses and tenements are scarce in the 
vicinity, and even in the city all are crowded 
to their fullest capacity. 

While wandering around among the bat- 
tered houses this morum a reporter ran 
across humerous scenes of excitement and 
distress.. There were women who had evi 
deutly not slept since the shock of Wedues- 
day morning drove them from their homes, 
and who had been subsisting entirely upon 
smoked h „ Crackers, and raw onions, 

groceries. Everybody fears 
to light the fires, and, as the weather is in- 
tensely cold, those who still remain in the 
ward—and they number hundreds—sit day 
and night bundled up in  bedclothes 
and blankets, and huddled about little 
fires builtin the centre of the street. The 
men are not so.greatly alarmed as the wom- 
en and children, and yet the agonies of the 
latter inspire the fathers, husbands, and 
oe with a nervousness almost akin to 
ear, 

While great numbers of people have been 

ing in the direetion of the scenes of the 
disaster since it occurred, only the buldest 
have nerve eneugh to cross the first gap 
which extends across the main street.

Krwaxxx, III., Jan. 25.—{To the Baits. 
— Illinois seems to be feebly represented in 
the Lower House of Congress and in several 
respects .misrepresented. Where are our 
members found when voting is required on 
questions of taxation? Where have they 
been found when efforts to strike off annoy- 
ing internal-revenue taxes were before Con- 
gress? Who can tell how they will vote in 
respect to stamps on drafts, checks, matches, 
proprietary medicines, and the like? How 
will they voté upon the amount of tax on dis- 
tilled and fermented liquors, and whether the 
tax shall be paid as now, or whether 
its collection shall be delayed for years, and 
in consequence of a large quantity accu- 
mulated in bond make it impossible or prob- 
able that the enormous amount of taxes due 
thereon shall serve as an inducement or be 
employed as a means to corrupt Congress 
and have these taxes abated ”
